TELPHERAGE. 


Adaptation of Elnctrlclty M a Source o! 


Motive Power. 


Telpherage ii the name which has 


been given to a system of automatically 
transporting goods by the agency of 
electricity as the motive power, which 
system was the invention of the late 
Prof. 
Fleeming Jenkin. Dying in 


June la'st, however, the Professor did 
not live to see his ingenious ideas carried 
out on a practical scale. He had begun 
the construction of a telpher line on the 
estate of Lord Hampden at Glynde, 
Hear Lewes; but his plans had to be 
perfected by 
Prof. Perry, his sue- 


. cessor as the engineer totheTelpherage 


Company. This line has been com- 
pleted, and was formally opened by 
Lady Hampden, who electrically started 
a loaded train on the line. A special 
train 
conveyed a large number of 


v.sitors from Victoria Station to Glynde, 
among the company being Sir Frederick 
Abel, Admiral Sir Edward Ingletield, 
Mr.'.W. H. Preeceand Prof. Ayrton. 


The line is a double one. nearlv a 


* mile in length, arid K composed of "two 


sets of s-eol rod> three-quarter;- of an 
inch m diameter, supposed on wooden 
posts of T-shape, and about eighteen 
feet h g'l. 
'liiu wires are suppotted one 


on either end of the crop's piece of the 
T, which is eight 
toet long. 
The 


carriers, or skips, as thev are te^hn'eallv 
termed, are iron trough shaped iniekets". 
each holding about tivu cwt., and sus- 
pended from the line by a light iron 
frame, at the upper end of wh ch is a 
pair of grooved wheels running on the 
line of rods.

CORN HUSKING. 


Hoiking (• the Field tbe Cheapest ea<2 


Beat Method. 


There has really been no improve- 


ment in methods of husking com in 
fifty years; perhaps we might correctly 
eay in one hundred years, bnt we limit 
the time to the period over which our 
memory extends. The average Quaker 
can husk no more bushels to day than 
he could half a century ago. Nay, we 
think he does not average as many 
bushels daily, for he does not work, aa 
a rule, as many hours in a day. No 
device has been invented by which the 
stalks of corn can be bandied over the 
husks stripped from the ears, the ears 
broken ofi and tossed into a basket or 
pile, with any greater celeritv than m 
the days of our great-grandfathers 


Now, in making this assertion wa do 


not forget that machines have been in- 
vented that promised to husk (or their 
inventors did), four or live time', as many 
bushels m a day as :. mat could but 
those machine- were shown to farmers 
were tried in the r corf fie.ds and from 
the faet that thev are t;oi found there 
in operafon to-day were found want 
ing, we conclude.

about one quarter more liom tne hill 
than from the sho''k. and I he corn was 
much better dried out. n better con- 
dition for cribbing. The husks- prcttj 
generally cleaved from the ears so thn> 
little more renrtiiii'd to be done than tn 
break off the ear and throw it in tlie 
basket. 
It required much less time to 


go over a hill and select the ears than 
it does to handle over the stalks in a 
shuck, and there was no delay in 
bind.ri2 up the stalks. A little lime' was 
consumed n moving the basket but an 
axper encvd husker would move it so as 
to consume, a- little tune as poss ble. 
Bi!t the practice of topping corn and 
husk ngon the hill has been superseded 
and wul probably never be restored.

WATERLOO. 


A True Himtory of Napoleon's Fnll Com 


piled from Recent rnblicatlunn. 


The battle of Waterloo was fought 


June 18, 1815, between the allied Brit- 
ish, Netherland and German troops 
under Wellington 
and 
the French 


under Napoleon. On June 16 Napo 
leon had attacked the Prussians under 
Blucher at Ligny, and forced them to 
retreat toward Wavre, and Marsha: 
Ney at the same time attacked 
tin 


British 
and Dutch forces at Quatrc 


Bras, but was forced to retire after an 
engagement of five hours. 
Napoleon's 


object, however, which was to proven' 
a union of the Prussians with Welling 
ton's main army, was partly gained. 
The 
latter's 
commander, 
having 


learned of Blucher's repulse, moved on 
to Waterloo, expecting that the Prus 
sian commander, according to previous 
arrangement, would join him there as 
speedily as possible. 
On June 17 Na- 


poleon also moved toward Waterloo 
with the main body of his army, having 
directed Marshal Grouchy with thirty 
four thousand men and ninety-six guns 
to pursue Blucher's command towan" 
Wavre. 
Both armies bivouacked or 


the field of Waterloo, aud the next 
morning 
Napoleon, 
confident 
thai 


Grouchy would prevent the arrival o: 
the Prussians, delayed attack until the 
ground should become dry, a heavj 
shower having fallen on the day previ- 
ous. 
The forces under Wellington oc- 


cupied a semi-circular ridgo a mile and 
a half in length, and the French were 
on an opposite ridge, the two being 
separated 
by a valley five hundred 


yards wide. The plan of Napoleon was 
to turn the allied left, force it back up- 
on the center, and gain possession of 
the enemy's line of retreat. To draw 
oft'Wellington's retreat to his right, 
French troops were sent about eleven

Houguemont, which the English had 
fortified. 
After a fight of more than 


two hour.- this was still in possession 
of its defenders. 
About one o'clock a 


Prussian corps under Bulow was seen 
approaching on the French right, and 
Napoleon finding it] necessary to send

vance, was obliged to change the plan 
of battle. 
He therefore ordered a 


tierce attack upon the allied center. 
Wellington massed his troops here, 
and the battle was obstinately main- 
tained for five hours, with^vury>ng suc- 
cess to the participants, both com- 
manders hourly expecting re-inforco- 
meuts.
